N3TAL. What do you see for the future of amateur radio? 

W3IIM. I think the guys who are hollering about code are beating a dead horse. If they 
don’t come along and modernize their thinking they will become like old time telegra- 
phers, with smaller and smaller numbers. For Ham radio to have a future, it will have to 
stay current with the technology, and Hams will have to find ways to use it for the benefit 
of the public. Look at how often Hams are in the news whenever hurricanes and floods are 
mentioned. Fortunately, for us (unfortunately for Ham Radio) we don’t have many such 
incidents in this area, so you’ll seldom see any mention of Hams in our local news. That 
simply means that we need to be more proactive in keeping our activities in front of the 
public. Every club should have a very active public-relations team in that regard. If we 
don’t “blow our own horn,” no one else will do it for us. (Epror’s EMPHASIS) 2

Editor, N3TAL. 


N3TAL. When did you become a Ham? 

WS3IIM. In 1956 Jinny (W3IIN) and I got our licenses consecutively, as you can imagine. 
We both started out as Novices, and then became Generals within the one-year required 
back then. 

N3TAL. Do you have any other hobbies? 

WS3IIM. I’m a former church organist/choir director. I am also interested in boating, and 
have a 23' boat that we use to get back and forth from the mainland to the island we live 
on in Florida. Computers take up a good bit of time, too! 

N3TAL. What got you interested in amateur radio? 

WSIIM. I was always a fixer; interested in electronics. During WW-II my father 
introduced me to his friend, Mason Frankenfield, W3PBR, who was a member of the 
Haverford Township Emergency Radio Net, and subsequently, the first official operator, 
back in 1952, of W3TKQ. Later, W3GQD, a friend who was also a ham, helped and 
encouraged us to obtain our licenses. 

N3TAL. What mode of operation do you use most frequently? 

WS3IIM. I’m on 2-meters exclusively now, and haven’t been on the low bands in a couple 
of years. I have low band rigs though, and will take one to Florida this winter, so I can 
check-into the 10-on-10 net. 

N3TAL. How long have you been editing the BLURB? 

WS3IIM. It was for 111 issues beginning in June of ’89, a bit more than 9 years. I started 
writing articles for the BLURB back in October ’83 when I began a regular column called 
“Old Business”, in which we’d go back into the Archives and pull out information from 
the BLURB 15 and 30 years earlier, much like they do in QST. As you know, Jinny is the 
club’s Archivist. I did that article for many years, and gradually became more involved 
sending things to Woody (W3PST). After 130 issues, he finally decided that he had had 
enough cutting and pasting, and would let the computer age (me) take over.
